What  are  the  needs  of  the  homeless? 


job  training  (pay  +  skills,  rent) 

concern  about  large  number  of  renewals 

remember  compromises  some  applicants  made  in  last  year's  ranking  process 

Friendship  House  needs  a  bigger  facility 

more  Native  American  programs  in  Mission 

job  traimng,  street  outreach  homeless 

assistance  in  job  searches 

need  sober  living  hotels  other  than  Tenderloin 

need  community  agencies  to  apply  for  $$$ 

difficult  to  find  sites  for  housing,  neighbors  fight 

homes  for  Native  Americans  (HUD) 

where  to  send  contributions? 

need  permanent  housing  after  program 

need  safe  house,  transitional  housing 

help  community  acceptance  of  sites 

poor  environment  of  Friendship  House 

need  treatment  programs  for  Native  Americans 

need  safer  location  (Friendship  House)  and  other  programs 

mothers  (with  children)  need  safe  housing  to  get  children  back 

need  education  of  public  on  Native  Americans 

Local  Board  strive  for  balance 

courts  recommend  clean/sober  living  -  permanent  housing 

Friendship  priority  to  expand  beds  and  provide  permanent  housing 

welcome  meeting  in  Mission 

Dolores  only  shelter  in  Mission  -  clients  not  eligible 

most  Dolores  clients  don't  want  job  training  -  want  JOBS 

Dolores  has  heaviest  case  load 

Dolores'  clients  are  undocumented 

domestic  violence  shelters  full 

-transitional  and  permanent  housing  needed 
sexual  abuse  of  children 

-need  housing  to  prevent  loss  of  children 

-shelters  (emergency) 

-transitional 
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exotic  dancers  coerced  to  prostitution 

-transitional  housing 
high  cost  of  housing  -  prostitution 
housing  for  people  with  felony  drug  convictions 
Friendship  need  more  programs 

-waiting  list 
need  more  information  on  HUD  programs,  other  housing  programs 
need  centralized  information 
need  housing  aftercare 

same  needs  as  stated  last  year's  (high  rents,  need  jobs);  how  can  this  change? 
Clients  apply  for  Shelter  +  Care;  called  2  years  later. 
Eddy  Street  (CATS)  good  program  for  aftercare  clients 
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Meeting  facilitated  by  Joy  Rucker,  Juanita  Miles  and  Michael  Bennett 

What  are  the  needs  of  the  homeless? 

need  more  affordable  housing,  educational  opportunities 

need  housing  for  low-income  people  ,  can  convert  warehouses  to  flats, 

need  24hour  childcare 

buy  homes,  turn  into  shelters 

before  housing  ,  deal  with  abuse,drugs,  alcohol 

need  60  day  detox 

need  mental  health  center 

more  structure  needed 

need  24hour  shelter,  drop  in  center,  medical  services,  crisis  line 

deal  with  problems  first 

need  jobs  that  pay  enough  for  housing 

need  more  help  for  seniors  in  area  (medical,  respite,  housing  ) 

seniors  have  no  place  to  go 

start  with  harm  reduction  model  of  drop  in  center  with  services 

homeless  won't  go  downtown  for  services 

not  enough  treatment  services 

need  shower  facilities  without  strings 

lack  of  trust  because  of  political  promises 

BVHP  used  to  be  contained 

need  cohesiveness  with  agencies 

need  central  point 

BVHP  gets  "short  end  of  the  stick" 

central  agency  needed  to  work  with  fragmented  agencies 

collaboration  to  get  bigger  piece  of  the  pie 

what  can  City  do  to  get  BVHP  agencies  to  apply  for  $$$$$  ? 

need  community  pressure  to  appl;y 

City  support  for  BVHP 

some  people  can't  compete  without  stability  ;need  more  assistance 

need  center  here 

look  at  50%  African- American  homeless,  disproportionate  to  11%  population 

need  services  geared  to  African- American  population 

why?  what's  going  on 

some  go  downtown 

shelters  for  women  not  safe 

need  shelter  for  women  abuse  victims  in  BVHP 


heroin,  crack  abuse  in  BVHP 

drugs  destroy  families,  particularly  people  of  color 

need  quiet ,  safe  place  to  get  stability  back 

address  issues  with  ethnic  peerspectives 

no  representation  for  BVHP,no  housing  ,  no  rehab  centers 

City  aware  of  lack  of  services 

need  central  agency 

hepatitis-C  epidemic  in  BVHP 

educate  on  hepatitis-C  with  barbecue 

original  homeowners  died  and  passed  houses  on  to  drug  addicted  children 

high  toxicity  in  BVHP;  compromised  health 

breast  cancer  incidences, 

cancer,  cervical  cancer  higher  in  BVHP 

educate  on  risks  of  cancer,  strokes  with  school  programs,.  Local  outreach 

remember,  agencies  need  to  respond  to  concerns  and  apply  for ! 

bring  meeting  to  BVHP 

need  services,  SROs,  housing 

need  structured  SROs  (e.g.  A  Man's  Place) 

in  '70s  community  was  vibrant  but  drugs  damaged  BVHP 

need  "full"  help  for  BVHP 

now  BVHP  desirable  to  others
